bound Hock Island passenger train was 
wrecked on a high bridge between four 
and five miles south of here shortly 
lifter 10 o'clock Thursday night. Seven 
persons tire known to hiive keen killed, 
live of them being1 burned to death. 


Particulars, owing to the distance of 


the scene of the wreck, lire hard to ob- 
tain. It is feared that the death list 
may be largely increased. 


The train, a local, was comprised of 


the engine and tender, a combination 
baggage and smoking" car and coach. 
The engine and the combination enr 
went over the bridge, the coach bing 
suspended on the trestle. 


Only two passengers and the brake- 


man, who were in the cud car, were 
uninjured, and they set about to rescue 
luckless trainmen and passengers im- 
prisoned in the wreck below. 


They managed to release two who 


were injured, but, as if to balk their 
efforts, the wreck took afire, and the 
would-be rescuers were driven back by 
the intense heat. It is known that five 
who were in the wreck were, burned to 
death. 


A train started from the city .shortly 


after midnight, and until its return 
full particulars will be lacking.

We recently drew attention at some 


length to the speeches o£ Senator Cam- 
eron, of "Pennsylvania, and Senator 
Cabot Lodge, of Jlassiichusetts, both 
demanding the abrogation^f nil exist- 
ing commercial treaties and favored 
nation clauses with this country, so 
that, pending a monetary agreement, 
the United States may have a free 
hand to impose prohibitive duties on 
all imports from .Great.yrita.W-. .Jfr.. 
Kccd's 
statement—hardly less em- 


phatic than those of the senators from 
these two great states—will be even 
weightier with Ms party. ' "We recog- 
nize," said Mr. Reed, "the. great in- 
crease in the burden of our gold obli- 
gations payable abroad, because of the 
vast subsidence of prices; we recognize 
that falling silver, by lowering- tho 
eastern exchanges, favors our com- 
petitors in Asia, who sell similar 
produce, such as wheat and cotton, in 
the markets of Europe. It Is thus evi- 
dently important for debtor nations, 
on which list we stand first, to raise the 
price of silver, and thereby reduce, 
that bounty on exports which Asia 
now enjoys. This can best be done by 
agreement' with the niitfons favorable 
to silver and by such a scale of tariffs 
against those nations which reject 
monetary agreement as will insure us 
a favorable balance of trade. In short, 
a higher price for silver, by reducing 
Asiatic exports to Europe will increase 
ours. Add to this high tariff and we 
can Ueep our gold, at home, or, at least, 
if it leaves us it will quickly come back 
njruin."

Max Ituclincr, the German explorer, 


•gives the following graphic directions 
.how to picture to the imagination the 
Central African prairie: "Scatter as 
far as the surface is brick red several 
.inilliotis of .gigantic ant-hills of the 
same color, at least five to the hcctur. 
Then take four times us many trees and 
plant to every bertar about twenty, 
more or less. Do the same with a like 
number of various bushes. 
Then (ill 


the intermediate space with high, 
coarse grass, taking care to leave some 
of the red surface round, the big 
"bunches of grass visible, and you have 
tho Central African 
prairie 
before 
you." 


Thus the termite or white iiiit hills 


appear as the characteristic mark of 
the Central African laifdscapo. 
They. 


attract the first attention of the trav- 
•eler. Sometimes they are low, and 
scattered in countless numbers over 
the plain, giving it the aspect ofn vast 
churchyard. Then again they loom up 
ghostlike from the grass in the shape, 
of obelisks, looking- gruesome in the 
evening dusk or in moonlit uigh'ts. 


The builders of these hills are small 


insects with yellowish-white, 
thick 


bodies and elongated, comparatively 
large chests of graasy brown color. In 
reality they arc not ants, 'but belong to 
a far lower class of insects. 
They are 


ugly-looking little fiends, and the 
natives as well as the travelers, hate 
them worse than any other insect. 


"One can really say," writes one 


traveler, "that there are iplnccs in Af- 
rica where one can go to sleep in the 
evening with a wooden leg and see it 
changedln the morning to sawdust." 
Such is the destructive work of the 
•white ants. They gnaw through every- 
thing—the timber of houses, tables, 
lhairs and beds, and a strong woodeu 
chest may be eaten through in one 
night. Books, leather, cloth, every- 
thing is their spoil with the exception 
of sheetriron, and—as Franz Kcuschner 
avers—the European pine and firewood, 
which are being imported into Africa 
forbuiltling purposes. The traces of de- 
struction can be found everywhere, but 
the destroyers themselves are rarely 
visible. The termites go about their 
work in a sly and treacherous manner. 
They are blind,/ only the king and 
queen have eye:-. With the exception of 


led ami watched oy ner v.issals and 
rewards their eiTorts by laying thou- 
sands ul i'ggs every day for months. 
The warriors are remarkable through 
their big. square 
heads_ which _are 


armed with mighty pinchers. They do 
not work or build, but are ever ready 
to defend the fortress against invasion 
by enemies. The,laborers have,small, 
round hends and are the most in- 
dustrious members of the realm. They 
feed the young ones and take care of 
the nymphs in such a way that they

the warriors they arc alsx> defenseless, 
and tl\is is the reason why they arc so 
rarely seen. Yet they have to leave 
their subterranean abodes ami look for 
dcadwood, if they do not want to 
starve. 


If one chunees to observe such an in- 


sect on one of its exploring tours he 
may enjoy a remarkahle sight. It goes 
ahead slowly, "but steadily. There Is a 
small opening1 in the ground, out of 
which emerges a little head with a 
piece of earth in its mouth. The piocc 
Is deposited, and soon a second head 
appears with another partiele, which 
is covered with a glutinous secretion. 
This is being glued to the first building- 
stone and in this way the untiring la- 
borers build an earthen tube, while the 
warriors puard the opening and defend 
the same against other hostile insects. 
The building of this passagewayis con- 
tinued until it strikes a. piece of.dead 
wood. Then the termites bore into the 
latter and destroy the inside, leaving- 
the surface untouched. These tube 
passages are e v en m ore rein a rk a b! e 
than the hills. They have the diame- 
ter of nn ordinary guspipe and run up 
the trunks to the higher branches of 
the trees until, after many /.ig-xag 
lines, a withered lirnb is encountered. 
In some parts of the country, like on 
the platean between Lake Nyas-sa and 
Tnmfjanykn, one can wander for hours 
and see every tree covered with these 
tube passages. 


The white ants are very orderly. In 


the park landscapes of Central Afriea 
EI certain cleanliness may be noticed. 
Everything looks as if it had been 
swept clean, and one a.sks hmi.self in- 
voluntarily who 
the sweepers arc. 


And 
indeed there ^rc all sorts of 


creatures who are ever busy at re- 
moving all remains, from the dead 
moth to the elephant: and whatever 
they 
don't 
eat. they bury in the 


ground. The termites do this .service 
to the world of plants by destroying 
all the- trunks, branches and other 
plant fibers as soon ns they begin to 
decay. 
The traveler frequently en- 


counters in the grass pieees of wood- 
branches, etc., whieh, on closer inspec- 
tion, turn out to be only images of 
carlh.

The laborers also build 


the castles of the realm, the big hills. 


In these usisties the termites Jire 


safe against the heavy showers of the 
rainy season as well as against the fre- 
quent prairie tires. To the natives the 
hills are of great use in hunting, since 
they alYord n good 
cover, without 


which 
hunting 
in many 
districts 


would be altogether impossible. 
They 


also furnish a good building material. 
Fran/ I AI use liner says in one of his Hit- 
ters from Togoland: 
'"The termites, 


in constructing their hills, bring up 
from the depth of the ground the clay, 
which the blaeks like to use in the con- 
struction of their huts. 
This clay, 


which is quite hard, is mixed with 
•particles of. grass and wood arid is so 
thoroughly kneaded with the saliva of 
the termites that it- possesses great 
durability. 
Since the termite hill is 


often twenty feet high it furnishes ma- 
terial for m:my huts.1' The Kuropoans 
frequently follow the example of the 
natives, ;i*d the houses of the Scot- 
tish 
missionary 
station 
on 
Lake 


Zsyassaare built with material from one 
termite hill. Leusehner even tells us 
that bis traveling companions used the 
hiUs as ovens, and he recommends 
their use for this purpose to every 
African traveler. 
The ant hills in 


South Africa have also often been used 
for this purpose 
by the English 


troops, who hollowed them oxit and 
plastered the walls of the eavern with 
clay. 


If the termites inhabit a hill, one can 


watch itsdaily growth. \Vhen Itueholz 
—near Akkra., on the 
gol<l coast— 


knocked oft the topof oneof these hills, 
the warriors immediately sallied forth 
to defend their castle while the labor- 
ers withdrew to the inner recesses. lie- 
turning after an hour, lluchhulz found 
the laborers busy patching up the 
holes, whieh work was iinlshecl next 
day. 


Deserted tcrmH-o hills are also of 


great interest to the; naturalist, since 
they afford quarters for a variety of 
animals. The termites themselves are 
a favorite dish of the natives. 
In the 


rnilua station, which Lieut. Wis.smunn 
founded on Ms Kassai expedition, >ii 
quart of termites cost ten brass nails, 
while for a quart of rice or beans only 
eight brass nails was paid. 


Tho termites, in spite of their rav- 


ages in human .habitations, are not 
without use in the economy of nature. 


In tropieal Africa the worm is pre- 


vented from work during the greater 
part of the year. His soft body cannot 
dig through the ground, which be- 


ll!
